No. 1161—Why is It Permitted? 


Question—Why does a just and loving God permit 
such terrible things to befall innocent and good peo- 
ple as we are having in this war? I do not believe 
that any one can answer.—D. 


The dear sister who wrote that question 
says she does not believe any one can an- 
swer, and then proceeds to give a very just 
and reasonable answer as follows: “As a 
nation, I am candid in saying that we, too, 
are forgetting God, and it may be that He 
is permitting these things in order to arouse 
us.” That is a good hint at why a just 
and loving God permits such things to come 
upon the world. For years and years the 
nations have been carried away with their 
own glory, and in order to add to their 
wealth and power, they have done things 
that were an abomination in the sight of God 
and His true people. If He should allow 
them to go on that way they would surely 
go to ruin. He therefore permits our own 
sins to turn us until we are brought to see 
for ourselves, just as this sister intimates, 
that we as a nation have been forgetting 
God. To forget God is to commit one of 
the most dreadful sins in human life. But 
forgetting God has. been accompanied, not 
only in our own nation, but in all nations, 
with: other awful sins, till it seemed as if 
we would go to ruin in spite of all our 
Father has done for our salvation. He has 


therefore permitted our sins to come to 
harvest, and the result is a great world con- 
flict, which has already brought the nations 
to the act of recalling their own sins, al- 
though they have not yet gone back to God 
in deep and true repentance, and therefore 
the war goes on. As soon as the nations of 
the earth come to see themselves in the 
blackness of their own sins and repent of 
the same, we believe this awful war will 
come to an end, for then it will have served 
the righteous purpose of God in permitting 
such a harvest from our own sins and the 
war will not end till this great and good 
purpose has been accomplished, at least in 
a large part. We believe the United States 
and the allies generally are waging a right- 


‘ eous warfare, but this fact does not keep 


us from reaping in this war the fruits of 
our own sins. Do you ask: “But what has 
been our great wrongs (sins), that we 
should have to pay for them so dearly in 
the awful consequences of this war?” Well, 
our correspondent has indicated one that 
in itself is awful, viz.: Forgetting God! 
That is awful enough, but when we re- 
member that forgetting God necessarily in- 
cludes many other sins, it is not difficult 
to see our plight in the sight of God, and 
though this war, terrible war, as our cor- 
respondent regards it, and as it really is, 
is an awful price to pay for our folly, yet 
it is cheaper than having the United States 
go into apostasy from the Christian faith. 
But let us for a moment look at the other 
nations from this standpoint. Russia is 
torn all to pieces. Why? Study what she 
has done against the Jews. How she has 
so relentlessly persecuted them to the death, 
and is it any strange thing that Russia is 
paying an awful price for her crime against 
God’s own chosen people? It is true, the 
Jews have gone far off from God in the 
rejection, their persistent rejection, of Jesus 
Christ as the Messiah and the Savior of the 
world, but they are still God’s own people, 
as originally chosen. Russia, as we believe, 
is paying an awful price for her sins 
against the Jews. Then France has been 
the most giddy and voluptuous nation in 
the world. A great portion of the French 
people did seem to have forgotten God in 
their love of the world and its follies. Is 
it any wonder that God is calling them at 
such a fearful price to think of their sins 
and to seek to come back to the ways of 
truth and righteousness? England has long 
stood as perhaps the foremost Christian na- 
tion on the earth, and what has she done? 
Think of the fact that for years and years 
she has been forcing upon China the sale of 
opium to the ruin of that people. Think of 
it! A Christian nation forcing opium upon 
a heathen nation and thereby accomplishing 
their ruin, and all for the love of money! 
Again think,-even- now, of the fact that 
England has so far refused to give up her 
interest in the liquor business. Think of it! 
Even the Church of England refuses to let 
go of this terrible evil. It is said that the 
professing Church of that great country 
holds stock in the awful business of selling 


whiskey, so ruining souls beyond our power 
to estimate. Then think of Germany! A 
so-called Christian nation, professing to be- 
lieve God and His Word, yet, in the face 
of this profession, she has undermined the 
confidence of her people and largely of the 
people of the civilized world, in the teach- 
ings of the Bible—especially in its inerrancy 
and its divine authority, till some in all the 
Christian nations of the world have been led 
to discount the truth and reliability of much 
of the Bible. For repudiating the Bible and 
the introduction of unchristian philosophies, 
Germany has perhaps excelled the world. 
It is her sins that have made this war a 
necessity. Yea, it is the foolhardiness of 
her teachers that has made themselves so 
bad that it may yet become a necessity for 
Almighty God to permit Germany to de- 
stroy themselves as a nation. It will be so, 
as we believe, if she does not turn from her 
sins and turn unto God as an humble peni- 
tent, seeking His forgiveness. What a pic- 
ture all of these facts present! And we be- 
lieve that no man can question them—the 
facts as stated above are true, only they do 
not point to all of the sins of these nations. 

Is it therefore anything strange that God 
permits this great war to devastate the na- 
tions? He must call them to repentance or 
permit them to go to ruin, morally and spir- 
itually. He has sent His Son to them and 
they refused Him. He has sent many warn- 
ings through His providences and yet they 
have not heeded His call—what else can He 
do but permit their own sins to drive 
them to see their own follies and to bring 
them to repentance and back to God, that He 
may save them? Already Germany seems 
to have gone to the point of utter ruin in 
her own sins! May God hasten the day 
when the people will see their own folly in 
forgetting God. Is it anything strange that 
God is permitting this war? 





No. 1162—Does the Saloon-keeper Ever Pay 
Damages? 


Question—When it comes to a question of paying 
damages I cannot see why the saloon-keeper should 
not pay in every case where he sells liquor to men 
who thereby bring their families to want and suffer- 
ing.

We see it stated 
in the public prints that some time ago 
Judge Frank Johnson awarded the sum of 
$3,500 to Mrs. Mary Thompson, of 2350 
Parke Ave., Chicago, to be devoted to her 
two children, Dorothy, five years old, and 
to Mary, ten years old. The suit was 
against Barney Schultz, a saloon-keeper, 
2,000 Walnut Street, where she alleged her 
husband, Charles Thompson, spent a large 
part of his earnings for a number of years. 
We wish such decisions could be reached and 
maintained all over this country—it would 


doubtless make the liquor. business less . 


profitable and less harmful, too, at least to 
the extent of limiting the sales to a consid- 
erable extent.

We are 
reluctant to differ from a brother whose 
Christian character entitles him to every 
consideration in what he teaches, but now 
and then it comes to be a solemn duty to 
call a halt and ask for reconsideration. 
Fairness, just ordinary Christian fair- 
ness, it would seem, would be the pleasure 
of all good men, and yet now and then we 
see the most uncommon unfairness exhibited 
toward brethren who may chance to differ 
from us in some matters of faith. We are 
ever reluctant to enter protest against the 
assertions of brethren, and yet it would be 
unjust to the truth, as we see it, not to do 
so.

Dr. Frederick Lynch, editor-in-chief of 
The Christian Work, has been discussing 
the matter of the Lord’s bodily return to 
this earth, and in doing so, he has shown 
some unusual unfairness toward brethren 
who hold and teach the doctrine of the sec- 
ond coming of Christ. For instance, in his 
issue of May 25, referring to the call of the 
English and American brethren for a care- 
ful study of the second coming of Christ, 
he says: 

We suppose similarly-worded calls will be 
issued for thousands of years to come at 
every crisis—only we hope the calamities 
may become less and less frequent, because 
of the hard work of those who, instead of 
sitting gazing at the skies, awaiting Christ’s 
appearing, are busy trying to build His 
Kingdom in the earth. 

Thus the old charge that the men and 
women who believe in the second coming of 
Christ spend their time in comparative idle- 
ness, gazing into the skies, looking for His 
appearing, is here repeated as a reality. 
Now who believes such a thing? Dr. Lynch, 
do you really believe that your own intima- 
tion (practically an affirmation of the fact) 
is true? Do you believe that such men as 
the late D. L. Moody, F. B. Meyer, A. C. 
Dixon, J. Stuart Holden, J. Wilbur Chap- 
man, Mark T. Mathews, Reuben A. Torrey, 
C. I. Scofield, G. Campbell Morgan, Chas. 
G. Trumbull, Courtland Meyers, W. H. Grif- 
fith-Thomas, A. B. Simpson, James M. Gray, 
and hundreds of other worthy men and 
women, among thc best in the land—do you 
really believe your own charge as applied 
to these men and this teaching? Do you 
believe, as you so plainly intimate, that in- 
stead of working diligently to establish the 
cause of Christ among men, seeking to win 
the world to Jesus Christ—do you really 
believe that they are sitting around, gazing 
into the skies, trying to discover the body 
of Jesus returning to this earth? 

I£ you do, we pity you, and for the reason 
that you believe what practically the Chris- 
tian world knows-is a mistake—the charge 
as every one knows is disputed by the lives 
of these men. If you do not believe what 
you have intimated in -unmistakable .lan- 
guage, then we still pity you for having 
indirectly asserted what you do not believe. 


Perhaps your excuse for saying it will 
be that once upon a time the Millerites 
did the gazing act for this purpose surely. 
Be it so, but then let us ask you for a 
further declaration: Would you candidly 
and truly hold a body of intelligent and 
consecrated men and women up as sky- 
gazers, because at some time in the dim 
past a few erratic people did a thing of 
that sort? Do you think it fair to these 
men who are known to be among the niost 
untiring workers in all of the Church of 
Christ, to charge them with being sky- 
gazers, when the Christians world knows 
them to be among the most faithful servants 
of the Lord of this day and generation? 
If not, how will you, how can you, justify 
yourself in trying to stigmatize a cause 
with what you know not to be correct? 
if the second coming of Christ, as these 
brethren understand it, be false, show up 
the fact of its falsity—you have a right 
to do that, if you can—but do not try to 
stigmatize their views by imputing to them 
teachings which they do not believe. On 
second thought, do you truly believe that 
such imputation is wise? Is it the right 
thing to say of them and their work? 


Again, Dr. Lynch says: 

Let us say right at the beginning that we 
think that hardly anything is fraught with 
more danger to the cause of the Kingdom 
of Christ than this belief in His bodily re- 
appearance and the constant setting of dates 
and times of His appearing. 

Now will Dr. Lynch be good enough to 
name one man of the class of men named 
above, who in the last twenty years, or at 
any other time, has set a date or a definite 
time for the reappearing of the Lord Jesus 
Christ? Give us such a name, brother, stat- 
ing when and where such teaching was giv- 
en, and by whom you can prove the fact. We 
insist that the name you give shall be of 
the class of men you have named as sky- 
gazers. We shall appreciate this service 
largely, if you will render it, but we cannot 
appreciate this frequently recurring effort 
to down a teaching on the part of good men, 
intelligent men, well-known men, by insinu- 
ating a thing that is not just. If these 
men were setting a date, or a definite time, 
when Jesus would return to the earth for 
His Millennial Kingdom, then we should 
have not a word to say, but it is unfair to 
seek to injure men or their teaching by 
mere insinuation, when the facts do not sus- 
tain you. You can hardly find a teaching in 
the land to-day which does not now and then 
find among its adherents men and women 
who are off their balance and will say things 
that are not true, as to what is taught, 
but you would not say that these erring ones 
give character of the things taught. when 
you know full. well that the men who are 
teachers indeed, such men as:you have nam- 
ed in your editorial, never teach anything 
of the kind. . They believe that certain 
things portend His coming, but they do not 
set the date or the time. Jesus gave them 


authority to study the signs of His coming. 
See Luke 21: 25-33. 


When Dr. Lynch charges these men with 
living in the apocalyptic sections of the 
New Testament, reading the visions of St. 
John and Paul more than the teachings of 
Jesus, we stop to ask him if he is sure of 
his assertions as correct? But is it wrong 
to read after John and Paul? Or do their 
teachings too clearly uphold the teachings 
or these men? Which is the basis of your 
objection? Do you believe that John and 
Paul differ from Jesus in truth? 


Again he asserts that these men who are 
teaching the second coming of Christ ire 
seeking for signs more than for making the 
rule of Christ the rule of human relation- 
ships, of civilization and society. 


Are you sure, Dr. Lynch, that you can 
make good that statement? If so, proceed 
to do so, but if you are not sure, you will 
do well to wait until you are sure. As a 
starter, we ask you to state frankly, if the 
passage in Luke, quoted above, does not give 
them a right to look for the signs of His 
coming? If a thing is Scriptural, even Dr. 
Lynch, it seems to us, ought to have no 
trouble in accepting it. 

Dr. Lynch also declares: 


It can be easily seen that such a view of 
Christianity paralyzes all effort for human 
betterment and destroys all interest in 
building up a Christian civilization in the 
earth. 

Dr. Lynch, again we respectfully request 
you to examine the life-work of the men 
you have named as belonging to this class 
of sky-gazers, and then tell us what part 
of their lives and works proves that state- 
ment of yours to be true? Spurgeon, and 
Moody, and Gordon, and Phillips Brooks, 
and thousands of others, all show you are 
mistaken in that claim. If we were asked 
to-day to name the men of the present and 
of the last fifty years who have contributed 
most largely to the upbuilding of the Mas- 
ter’s Kingdom on earth, we should unhesi- 
tatingly name the leaders in the teaching 
that Jesus is to return to this earth in 
bodily form. If you can produce facts to 
prove that in this we are wrong, then we 
shall doff the editorial hat and bid you come 
to the front. 


Again Dr. Lynch breaks out in rather a 
dangerous place: 


In some of the premillennial literature 
we have read work for the building up of 
Christ’s Kingdom in the earth is distinctly 
and directly discouraged. 


All right, Dr. Lynch, just please tell us 
where you found such literature and who 
was its author? We predict one thing. If 
you will give us the name of the periodical 
and the writer, we are persuaded we shall 
find it was the production of some ignorant 
crank—certainly not of the class of men 
who have been so vigorously attacked by 
you. Dare you name the periodical and the 
author of the sentiment you quote? Come 
along with the facts, dear brother! Let us 
have no backing now. 
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We ask Dr. Lynch to name the instance 
in which the men he has named have ever 
said one word against work for the up- 
building of the Kingdom of Jesus Christ. 
Dare you do it? If so, proceed without de- 
lay. 

Dr. Lynch continues to assail the teach- 
ings of these great and good men by say- 
ing: 

Here is the great danger of reposing in 
this expectation of Christ’s coming and of 
luring away from Christian service by false 
hopes those who would serve. (We say 
false hopes deliberately, for there have been 
a hundred occasions in the world’s history 
when the peoples have gotten ready for His 
appearing on the ground of “signs and por- 
tents,” such as these—and He has not come 
—He never will, except as He is already in 
the believer’s soul. 

Dr. Lynch affirms in the last paragraph 
quoted from him above that Jesus will never 
come, except as He is already in the be- 
liever’s heart. Is He correct? Let the read- 
er turn to Acts 1:9, 10, 11, and read: 

And when He had spoken these things, 
while they beheld, He was taken up: and a 
cloud received Him out of sight. And while 
they looked steadfastly toward heaven, as 
He went up, behold, two men stood by them 
in white apparel; which also said, Ye men 
of Galilee, why stand ye gazing up into heav- 
en? This same Jesus which is taken up 
from you into heaven, shall so come in like 
manner as ye have seen Him go into 
heaven. 

There are the two views, Dr. Lynch’s and 
the Holy Spirit’s—the reader can choose 
which he prefers, but all the while remem- 
ber that it is said that He shall so come 
in like manner as they had seen Him go into 
heaven. He went up in His body, and ac- 
cording to the Scriptures He will come back 
in His body.

I am saying that for the most part 
the preaching to the Third church people, 
and to others, greatly stimulated my own 
heart and mind in the thoughts of God for 
His people. While I love the work of edit- 
ing THE HERALD and delight to do my best 
for our people, there is nothing known to me 
that can for a preacher take the place of 
preaching the gospel, and I thank the Third 
church for allowing me to spend my vaca- 
tion with them and to preach for them. It 
was a privilege and a blessing to me, if to 
no one else, and again I wish to thank them 
for the opportunity of telling the old, old 
story of the cross. 

The Third church has been without a pas- 
tor since last January, but now they have 
the promise of the coming of Dr. F. H. 
Peters, of New Bedford, Mass., likely about 
the second Sunday in September.

While it is a young church, it 
is thrifty and progressive in several direc- 
tions.

Now it is to pay $1,800 
dollars a year for pastoral services, while 
it supports Miss Williams, a missionary to 
Porto Rico, and meets many other calls for 
benevolences, and yet Brother James A. 
Eley told me while I was there that the 
Third church had never in a single instance 
had to take a special offering to meet its 
current expenses. That is fine and gives 
promise of a future of large service for the 
cause. God bless the Third church and 
give them such hungering after the true 
spiritual life as shall bring them to the 
Fountain which shall supply all their need. 

I owe special thanks to Brother and Sis- 
ter T. A. Twiddy, of this church, for when 
it was known that I was to be in Norfolk, 
preaching for the Third church for four 
Sundays, they offered their house as my 
home, with the privilege to go and come 
when, and as, I might please. The offer 
was accepted and greatly appreciated. They 
sought to meet every wish and need, so far 
as they could know the facts, and they did 
it freely. When I was pastor at the Temple, 
these dear friends were members. Then 
they had four little children, Ida, Lola, Clar- 
ence, and Clyde. Now they are all grown 
and married, except Clyde, and he is in 
France with Gen. Pershing’s Expeditionary 
Forces. May God bless the boy and keep 
him in safety and return him to the home 
and hearts of his dear ones. May great 
blessings come to the Third church and its 
growing membership. 

Under the kind invitation of Dr. Denison, 
I attended the ministers’ meeting at the 
Temple on Monday morning and listened 
to a limited discussion of the work of the 
Christians in these cities by the sea. It 
was an off morning for the ministers—only 
a few were present, but it was a pleasure 
to meet with the few. Dr. Denison has 
since retired from the Temple pastorate,

Let us be glad that so many 
restraining influences are thrown around 
our soldier boys to keep them in compara- 
tive safety zones. When in Norfolk, Va., 
recently, we witnessed a new thing under 
the sun, as it seems to us. The Government 
had soldiers, armed soldiers, stationed at 
the entrance of all streets on which there 
was danger of this social evil, and they 
would not allow any soldier to enter one of 
those streets. Take Church Street in that 
city, a part of one side of it was said to be 
infested with this evil. A soldier was not 
allowed to walk on that side of the street. 
I saw, while waiting for a car, one sailor 
attempt to go on that side of the street, 
but a guard was right after him and 
made him double quick to the other 
side of the street. So far as I know, 
never such a thing was undertaken 
in any war before. Let us rejoice in the 
wisdom of our Government in this partic- 
ular, and then let us send Rev. Albert God- 
ley, Tenafly, N. J., money to enable him to 
publish and distribute to our soldiers this 
booklet, seeking to guard the soldiers against 
the dangers in the way. Helping the soldiers 
in this way, will at the same time be help- 
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standard of morality among its fighting 
men—the need of the hour!

THE FAMILY ALTAR 


BY REV. ALVA H. MORRILL, WOODSTOCK, VT. 


“Devotion—the Deepening of the Devo- 
tional and Spiritual Life of the Church” 
has properly been placed as the first of the 
five points of the Forward Movement. 

It is a helpful preparation for the rest of 
the proposed work, and will greatly help in 
securing the desired results. 

The Family Altar is a great means for 
promoting devotion and the spiritual life. 
It ought to be established in every Chris- 
tian home. Daily Scripture reading, pray- 
er, and praise are suitable offerings with 
which to honor and adorn it. That it has 
been a means of great spiritual blessing 
very few would deny. Its helpful influence 
has long continued to bless those who have 
gone out from such homes. These altar 
fires greatly help to keep the “Home Fires 
Burning” in these strenuous times. 


Unless my observation and acquaintance 
represent the matter incorrectly, I am led 
to believe that there is need of a revival of 
the practice of family worship in the nom- 
inally Christian homes of our land. Family 
worship does not seem to be practiced as 
much as in my boyhood days. The greater 
hurry in this busy life we are living fur- 
nishes to many people a somewhat plausi- 
ble excuse for omitting the daily worship in 
the family, and the spiritual life has thus 
lost one of the great helps to its growth. 

Some of the happy recollections of my 
boyhood days are of family worship in 
Christian homes. I recall one home of rela- 
tives among the hills of New Hampshire 
where it was the regular habit to observe 
family prayers, all the family being present, 
and several offering prayer. In my child- 
hood home, from my earliest recollection, 
the morning and evening sacrifice of prayer 
was the regular order of the day. How bet- 
ter can a family begin the day than by giv- 
ing attention to a portion of God’s Word, 
and seeking His guidance and help in the 
day’s duties and experiences? 


Service at this altar helps to fortify the 
soul against the power of temptation. It 


has large influence in directing one’s aim 
and thought for the day. It prepares for 
all Christian tasks. I recali one earnest 
Christian young man, not long in the Chris- 
tian life, who, having been hurried in the 
morning, went to his place of business with- 
out observing family worship. Recalling 
the fact, he immediately returned to his 
home, quite a distance, and observed his 
usual family devotions, that he might begin 
the day aright. He was a growing Chris- 
tian. 

One of the forward steps needed in not a 
few Christian homes is the establishment of 
the family altar. 


Spiritual efficiency will be increased by 
this means of grace. Its influence is far- 
reaching. Those worshiping at the family 
altar will render more helpful service in 
prayer and testimony in the social meeting. 
Christ will be more fully enthroned in their 
hearts. Such seasons of worship, held dear 
in memory, will bring inspiration and cheer 
in after years. Their memory will be a 
great safeguard to young lives when they 
have gone away from home and are in the 
midst of strangers, and busied in life’s ac- 
tivities. 

Eternity only will reveal the vast good 
that has been done through the worship at 
the family altar. 


How many of the men now in training 
camp and in the trenches, will be better sol- 
diers and better Christians because of their 
knowledge that they are remembered in 
prayer at the home altars. 


No one can estimate the mighty influence 
that abides with the children who have 
grown up in the atmosphere of the homes 
where the family altar has been honored. 
Here is an opportunity to exert an influence 
for their nurture and admonition in the 
Lord that parents ought not to miss. 

As religious truth is most easily impress- 
ed upon children, the example in the home 
of devout worship and esteem for God’s 
Word on the part of their parents must 
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help to lead them into the service of Christ. 
We must not leave wholly to the Sunday- 
school teacher, or the workers in Endeavor 
societies, the work of winning the young to 
Christ. 

There will be sufficient work for these 
organizations to do in seeking to win those 
who are not reared in Christian homes, and 
in helping to increase the efficiency of all 
young Christians; but the home should be 
the great agency in leading the children to 
Christ, and the family altar should be one 
of the great helps to this end. 

United prayer at the family altar will be 
blessed by our Father, and may greatly 
help in all the work of the Kingdom. 

The profit received from this season 0” 
worship by those who have part in it, and 
the help it may be in all Christian service, 
should lead all Christian families to estab- 
lish it and perpetuate it as one of the 
means of grace and Christian growth.

FRIENDS AND FELLOW CITIZENS:—I never 
come to such a day as this without thinking 
of the message of flowers. 


There is not a more beautiful picture to 
me than the sky bespangled with stars and 
the earth emblazoned with flowers. The 
silent sentinels of the night seem to look 
down with unsleeping devotion, while the 
flowers of earth seem to look up with grate- 
ful and sympathetic breath and one of the 
holiest spots, to me, is “God’s acre,’’ where 
the flowers of the living cluster in beauty 
about the mounds of the sacred dead. It 
is a garden where the loveliness of fond 
memories sings a song of heaven and modest 
beauty is a passion exceeding all sentiment. 

We are assembled here to-day to pay 
tribute in this way to the memory of our 
noble heroes who have given their lives for 
democracy and it is not surprising that we 
are. From the landing of the Mayflower 
to the Revolution; then from the Revolution 
to Civil Strife, and then from Civil Strife 
to the present great world war, men have 
fought and died for a liberty for the people 
which shall be eternal; and by their example 
our sons are able to go forward to-day in a 
willing sacrifice to save the world for the 
same thing. 


To-day as we assemble here beneath the 
radiating influence of heaven’s skies and 
amid the aroma of earth’s fragrant green 
and flowers, contemplating these things, a 


fresh tide of feeling floods our souls and 
opens new channels of thought. 

We are believing as never before that God 
secures progress through upheaval and sac- 
rifice. When Europe was torn asunder by 
the Reformation, the world saw a freedom 
and a democracy it had never known before. 
When our noble statesmen signed the Dec- 
laration of Independence the country was 
made safe for all alike and the Monroe Doc- 
trine made the hemisphere safe for democ- 
racy, and when Lee surrendered at Ap- 
pomattox, a new democracy was brought to 
our people in the abolition of all slavery. 

To-day we are realizing that these steps 
forward in human history were more than 
we have hitherto dreamed of. They have 
prepared us for a larger democracy, a de- 
mocracy which shall save the world for an 
eternal peace and brotherhood. And it is 
because of the example of those who have 
given their lives in the former struggles 
that our sons are now able through the 
nation to go forward and save the world for 
the democracy of an eternal peace. I can 
see a direct connection between the heroes 
of the present struggle and that of those 
early settlers who arrived on the Mayflow- 
er.

to one mighty tide; so the measure of this 
democracy is the measure of its heroes, 
whose achievements and memories we com- 
memorate by stepping forward ourselves 
and pushing the mighty swell of its impact 
to the great enormity of God’s divine pur- 
pose for His people. 

To-day autocracy against democracy has 
forced us into this great world struggle, and 
the freedom of the world is at stake. Be- 
tween these two there is a deadly feud and 
they cannot—they will not, live together on 
the same planet.

WHY OUR PRAYERS ARE NOT ANSWERED

I remember once when I was a young 
evangelist, I came to a little village to hold 
a revival meeting. It was the worst place 
I think I ever struck in the fourteen years 
of my work as an interdenominational evan- 
gelist. I believe that village was about 
four feet from hell. The little village 
church, seating about 200 people, was pack- 
ed to suffocation every night, but a more 
godless crowd of young people I have never 
seen. They would crack peanuts during my 
sermon, put the shells on the floor, and then 
scrape their feet in the peanut shells so as 
to make as much disturbance as possible. 
At other times they would start to sing some 
popular song right while I was preaching, 
and at other times both the young men and 
the young women would throw a ball among 
themselves, thus playing ball while I was 
preaching. At times I would preach about 
the love of God and the broken heart of 
Jesus Christ and all the agonies of the 
Cross, until it seemed to me that the very 
benches of that little church could weep. 
At other times I would preach about the 
horrors of the lost and damned souls of hell, 
until I was almost afraid to go home at 
night, but all seemed to be in vain. Finally 
I promised that the first man who would 
bat an eye or make the least disturbance 
in the church would get the worst beating 
that he had ever had in his life. I was rais- 
ed in the toughest district in Chicago, called 
“Little Hell,” and I knew the art of fighting. 
I had only been a Christian a few years 
and this was my first six months as a 
preacher, so I had not entirely forgotten 
my old tricks of fighting. That night every 
soul sat as still as death and continued to 
do so from that night on, but the great 
trouble was, no one was being converted. I 
was almost ready to give up in discourage- 
ment. One morning an old saint of God 
came to me and said, “Young man, don’t 
give up. Keep on preaching the truth, as 
you are doing and God is sure to give us a 
revival.” The old man said: “A number of 
us old people have decided to hold a prayer- 
meeting every afternoon, beseeching God for 
a revival.” ; 


Every afternoon these old saints of God 
on bended knee in unity were praying to 
God to send us a revival, that the young 
people of the village might be saved. The 
result of that old people’s prayer-meeting 
was a mighty revival and scores of young 
people were brought to Jesus Christ every 
night. It was not our singing, it was not 
my preaching that brought that revival, but 
it was God’s people with-a heavy burden on 
their hearts for the unsaved, and in unity 
pleaded with God. My friends, God’s people 
can do the very same thing to-day, if we 
get a vision of what it means for men and 
women to be lost and then in unity storming 
the throne of grace, we can have in these 
cold and careless days mighty revivals in 
our churches. 


6. Another condition that must be com- 
plied with is, we must have faith. But 
what is faith? There are a thousand dif- 





ferent answers given to this one question. 
Let me try to illustrate in the simplest way 
possible what faith is. Supposing some of 
the pastors here to-night would come to me 
and say, “Brother Peterson, we will be at 
your home in the morning and give you a 
present.” Now, I would believe what they 
promised. Why? Because I know them. 
My knowledge of these pastors makes me 
have faith in them. Now, supposing some 
stranger would come to me at the close of 
this service, and say, “To-morrow morning 
I will be at your home and make you a 
present of ten dollars.” Do you imagine 
that I would believe the promise? Oh, yes, 
it may be mixed up with a great deal of un- 
belief. Why? Because I did not know the 
person who made the promise and conse- 
quently had no real faith. My friends, to 
have faith in God, we must know God, and 
as we know God and live a life of intimate 
fellowship with Him, we will have faith in 
Him and this faith is necessary to bring an 
answer to our prayers. Doubt and unbelief 
in our prayers will always hinder, but 
through a life of intimate fellowship with 
God, we.get to know God and as we get 
to know God our faith in God becomes 
stronger. 

I have a friend who is an evangelist and 
he had been gone on an evangelistic tour 
for nine months. 
before Christmas and he was home for a 
few days. His boy said: “Father, I wish 
you would get me a velocipede—a three- 
wheeled bicycle.” The father said: “Son, 
I will give you a bicycle on one condition 
and that is that you are a good boy and obey 
mother until I return home.” The boy said: 
“Father, I will be a good boy and you can 
depend on me.” In a few days the father 
left for his evangelistic field and the boy 
said to his mother, “Mother, I am going 
to get a bicycle for Christmas.” The moth- 
er would sometimes say, “How do you 
know?” The boy would answer, “Father 
promised that if I were a good boy, I would 
get a bicycle and, mother, am I not a good 
boy?” and the mother would say, “Yes, you 
are splendid,” and the boy would answer 
again, “Well then I will get my bicycle, be- 
causel believe what father has promised me.” 
A few days before Christmas the father re- 
turned and he asked his wife: “Has Charlie 
been a good boy?” and his wife said: “He 
has been just as good a boy as it is possible 
for a boy to be.” The father went up town 
and bought a bicycle and hid it in a corner 
of the basement underneath some old rub- 
bish, so the boy would not see the bicycle 
until Christmas morning, when the father 
would give it to him. On Christmas morn- 
ing the father slept a little longer than 
usual and was wakened by a terrible noise 
in the basement and he asked his wife what 
all that noise was in the basement and she 
answered: 
in the basement.” The father said: “How 
did he know that there was a bicycle in the 
house?” “He has searched the entire house 
over, looking for the bicycle, for he has be- 
lieved what you promised him. He has ful- 


It was now three months 


“It is Charlie riding his bicycle ' 
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filled your conditions and the result is, he is 
now riding the bicycle in the basement for 
all he is able.” Now, my friends, I ask 
you, Would Charlie have been so sure and 
would he have had faith to believe there 
was a bicycle in the house had he not obeyed 
his father? The great reasons why many 
professing Christians have not more faith 
when they pray is because they have not 
been living up to God’s conditions and now 
when they pray there is a doubt in their 
own minds as to whether God will answer 
their prayer, because they have not been 
obedient. Disobedience will always kill faith 
and bring doubt, but obedience to God will 
make faith strong. Let us be true to God 
and obey Him and our faith in God will 
become so strong that we claim the promise 
and the result is our prayers will be an- 
swered. Our faith in God hinges on our 
obedience to Him. 


7. Another condition that must be com- 
plied with is: We must have petitions in 
our prayer. Oh, how many loose and care- 
less prayers are going up to God without 
a single petition! We pray for the first 
thing that enters our mind. If the church 
comes sailing through our minds first, the 
church gets a prayer. If the missionary 
comes sailing through our mind first, then 
the missionary gets a prayer. This is, after 
all, not praying. To pray with petitions, 
the Holy Spirit must lead us what to pray 
for, as we do not know what to pray for. 
But as we are being lead by God’s Spirit, 
He teaches us what to pray for. This will 
then become a burden on our heart and as 
we pour out our prayer to God for the thing 
that the Holy Spirit has put upon our heart, 
there will be real prayer and not mere ram- 
bling of words. In a city in the West where 
I was holding a revival campaign, I was en- 
tertained in a fine Christian home. One 
morning after breakfast, as we had our 
usual family prayer, one of the young wom- 
en started to pray and as she was praying 
I wondered to myself if she really knew 
what she was praying about and in about 
twenty minutes I asked this young lady if 
she knew what she prayed for and she stam- 
mered and really said she did not recall 
what she had prayed for. That is the great 
trouble with the people, they just say their 
prayers, but there is no real praying. Let 
me illustrate what I mean. 

I was being entertained in a home in a town 
where I was holding an evangelistic cam- 
paign and in that home was a young fellow 
about six years of age, who rushed into the 
house one morning as I was conversing with 
his mother. There was something on the 
boy’s heart that he wanted and he wanted 
to tell his mother in such a way that she 
would understand that he really meant what 
he wanted. First he stood by the door mak- 
ing his petition known to his mother, but 
he was not quite satisfied, so he came a 
little closer to his mother, but still he was 
not quite satisfied, so he came and got on 
her knee and put his arms around her neck 
and, putting his lips close to her ear, he 
made his petition known to her. 

When I saw this, I said to myself, “This 
is the way we ought to come to God when 
we pray. Pouring out our hearts into the 
ear of the Almighty. This is real peti- 
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tion.” God help that we might pray with 
that kind of a spirit. This rambling prayer 
never brings us anything. It is only when 
we pray definitely and persistently that we 
receive an answer to our petition. 

8. The last condition that must be met 
is, when we pray im submission to the will 
of God. We must be humble when we pray. 
The man or woman whe thinks he is higher 
than every one else in the spiritual life 
will not get much from God. It is when we 
humbly lie at the feet of Jesus, praying, 
“Thy will be done,” and we are willing to 
capitulate ourselves to anything that God 
chooses for us in this humble submission 
to God, we must come. For, friends, after 
all, we are nothing but sinners saved by 
grace and let us always remember that we 
must submit ourselves to God, His ways and 
plans, and living in this humble submission 
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to Him we enjoy the sweetest of fellowship 
and the Lord’s promise will be fulfilled and 
our prayers will be answered. 

As Jesus Christ becomes great and big in 
our life, we become small and humble, and 
it is the humble soul that God loves. I 
close now with this question: How is your 
prayer-life? Do you enjoy sweet commun- 
ion with God? Does God answer your 
prayer? If your prayer-life is not as it 
should be, look to God just now and ask him 
to forgive you and surrender yourself to 
Him, soul, spirit, and body and in all hum- 
bleness, like Mary of old, let us lie at the 
feet of Jesus and drink in the living words 
as they fall from His precious lips and I 
assure you that you will live a life of vic- 
tory, joy, and peace in the sweetest com- 
munion with your God and my text will be 
true in your life: “Ask and ye shall ‘re- 
ceive.”

A =... 
It is a war story. 


I am asked if I think that it can possibly 
be true. Let me tell it as it was told to me, 
and the answer to the question will be ready. 


The narrator is Jacobitti Jacobini, an 
Italian Protestant barber, a most excellent 
young man. He was told the story by a 
young woman, his “amico.” She was a 
Roman Catholic, and derived it from rel- 
atives of the same faith in the home land. 


This was the story: 


A young man whose name was Isaco was 
called to the colors of the Alpini, and in 
the Isonzo campaigns saw the most active of 
service. In one of the earliest battles he 
was wounded seriously. After the battle, 
when the ambulance corps of the enemy 
gathered up the wounded on the field which 
they held, he was left as dead among the 
dead. After the last of the wounded had 
been taken to the base hospitals, the dead 
were taken up, and carried to trenches, 
where they were buried. When this young 
man was reached, it was found that he was 
still alive, and he was thrown into the cart 
with the dead. On reaching one of the base 
hospitals, he was deposited there. 


He had a brother who was a priest, whose 
name was Tito, and who knew that Isaco 
was in the battle. Apprehensive as to what 
might have happened to him, Father Tito 
went to the field, and found him missing. 
Upon interviewing some other men of his 
company, he was informed that Isaco was 
seen to fall while the battle was raging, and 
beyond doubt was killed. The priest learned 
the section of the field where his brother 
fell, and then went—as priests are accus- 
tomed to go, from one line to another—into 
the enemy’s camp, and made inquiry as to 
where the dead, taken from that section, 
had been interred. Having learned this to 
his satisfaction, by the judicious use of 
money he had the trench opened. There 
he found among the bodies one that he took 
to be that of his brother,which he had re- 
moved and coffined, and then taken to the 
nearest village. All this was done by men 
of the enemy, and out of respect for the 
priest. , 
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From the village the remains were taken 
across country to the nearest railway sta- 
tion, and from there by rail to Isaco’s home, 
where, with the funeral ceremony of his 
faith, they were buried decently. Having 
performed this sad filial act, from that time, 
once a month from the day of the interment, 
the priest said mass for the repose of his 
brother’s soul. 

Meantime the brother, thanks to careful 
nursing, began to make recovery, and in a 
fortnight was able to be out of bed. Then, 
of course, he was held as prisoner. What 
the nature of his wounds was, does not ap- 
pear, but they were such that he chafed 
under the restraint, and was anxious to be 
exchanged, so that he might resume his 
place in the ranks of the Alpini. So loud 
and insistent were his demands, that the 
Huns not only bluntly refused to include his 
name on the lists for exchange, but, as well, 
had him chained. 

Twenty-seven days after the battle, at 
nine o’clock in the morning, his chains fell off. 
It was at that same hour that his broth- 
er was saying the month’s-mind mass for 
him. Discovered to be freed from his bonds, 
Isaco was rechained. Just thirty days later, 
again, at the same hour, he found himself 
free. This so wrought on his mind as to 
make him sick, and he suffered camp fever. 
Another month went by, and again at nine 
in the morning he felt the chain, which was 
fixed to one of his legs while he was in bed, 
fall off. The attendants witnessed this 
“meravaglio” (wonder), and as it had been 
twice repeated, their superstition found 
vent, and they had the prisoner transferred 
to another station. 

There he was under the administration of 
a Hungarian Count. He had been there but 
three days when an order came from Pesth 
to have the Count furnish as many prison- 
ers as possible for an exchange; and in the 
lists Isaco was placed. In due time he was 
in Campo Caserta in the Italian army. Not 
having fully regained health, he was given 
a furlough, and went to his home. Reach- 
ing there on the morning of a day just 
four months from that of the battle in 
which he was wounded, he went at once to 
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the village church, where he knew that 
Father Tito would be. It was nine o’clock, 
and he found him saying mass for the de- 
liverance of his soul from purgatory, and 
when, at its close, he made himself known, 
he found that it was at each month’s-mind 
that his chains had loosed, and his suffer- 
ings were alleviated. 

This was the war story. 

“Is it possible that it can be true?” 
Jacobini asked. 

My answer can be imagined. 

It was sixteen months later when Jaco- 
bini got a day off, that he might go to New 
York on special business. When he return- 
ed he brought with him his wife, whom he 
had met and married on her arrival from 
Naples. The following Sunday they were 
at the mission. 

“Remember that war story?” Jacobini 
asked. “Yes? It was she who wrote it. 
So I send her one American Testament to 
read, and wrote that if she would so read 
it, she would not find to believe such non- 
sense. She read. She came to our Jesus.” 

“Sure, Isaco came home from war, where 
he was wounded,’ Mrs. Jacobini told me. 
“Sure, Father Tito said the masses for him, 
thinking the body that he brought home 
was Isaco’s. But—that about the chains 
falling off! Psha! What! The Huns do 
not chain prisoners. No! Father Tito is 
one clever man!”

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THE INFLUENCE OF ONE LIFE OVER THE DESTINY OF ANOTHER

“God created man in his own image, in the image 
of God created he him.”’—Genesis 1: 27. 

“None of us liveth to himself, and no man dieth 
to himself.’”’"—Romans 14: 7. 

For thousands of years man baffled with 
his own ghost, not knowing that he was a 
trifold being, a citizen of the earth, pos- 
sessing some of the attributes of God. Not 
knowing this, he was utterly unable to un- 
-derstand and harmonize himself. It is evi- 
dent, however, that the divine writers un- 
derstood these things, for the Bible is full 
of its teachings. 

Our text in Romans reminds us of the ut- 
ter impossibility of seclusion or exclusion. 
Man can no more exclude or seclude him- 
self than God can exclude or seclude Him- 
self. It matters not whether we are in the 
throng or in some far away uninhabited 
land, we are nevertheless a part of the di- 
vine, exalted, creation of God, the associa- 
tion and mental influence, of which cannot 
be severed. Therefore Paul boldly said, 
“None of us liveth to himself, and no man 
dieth to himself.” I can no more hide away 
and girdle my thoughts and influence than 
I can muffle the sun, because I am a divine 
creation, created in the image and likeness 
of the Creator, have partaken of His di- 
vine attributes—in fact the most magnifi- 
cent specimen of His workmanship—the on- 
ly creature in heaven or earth created in 
the image of God, the pride of heaven, the 
prince of earth, and the glory of God. 

Man is a threefold being, a perfect unity 
with God, immortality, and mortality—a 
grand structure of the most divine archi- 
tect ever produced by the Master Builder 
of eternity—yea, he is a mansion of three 
stories, a unity, and a trinity. Ascending 
through his building we will stop to inspect 
his earthly department. The body is of the 
earth, and is earthy. Its only relation is 
to the earth. It is in unity with all the 
creation of the earth; it is controlled by the 
conditions of nature; it subsists upon the 
food of the earth; its nerves and energies 
are controlled by the laws of animal life; 
it was born of clay, and one day its tower- 
ing walls will totter and give away; its 
corner stone will crumble to the earth, and 
those who know it now shall know it no more. 


Ascending to the next story of man’s ar- 
chitecture, we are in the soul room, which is 
immortal, and which can no more die than 
God can die. You can no more find the 
grave of the soul than you can find the 
cradle of God, for it is in the likeness of 
God, and will live on as long as God wil! 
live. Its citizenship is in eternity; its house 
of abode is in the body, or the earthly taber- 
nacle. Though it is immortal, it is capable 
of sinning, and is the sinner and trans- 
gressor of all divine laws. The body can- 
not sin; it is the soul that sinneth; it is the 
soul that must be punished; it is the soul 
that leads the body in the highway of God. 
or down the path to sin and shame. The 
soul is a perfect unity with all the immor- 
tal creation of God; it is like all other hu- 
man souls—it is immortal, and has partaken 
of the immortal image of its Maker. 

It is a perfect unity with all immortal 
spirits. To utterly destroy the soul by 


death is to destroy the unity of God’s crea- 
tion. It may be punished, but it cannot be 
utterly annihilated, being in the likeness oi 
God. 
Ascending into the third story of man’s 
creation we are in the presence if the spir- 
it of man, which was breathed into him, 
and he became a living soul. The spirit as 
an invisible, intellectual being controls the 
soul, teaches and instructs the soul, feeds 
the soul upen the hidden manna of God. 
The soul cannot be fed with earthly food— 
it is a creature of eternity, and must be fed 
on eternal food. The body cries for the 
food of the law of nature; the soul cries for 
divine food. David said, “As the hart pant- 
eth after the water brooks, so panteth my 
soul after thee, O God. My soul thirsteth 
for God, for the living God.” The body 
may be large and magnificent aad carry 
about an unfed, dwarfed soul. Or it may 
be frail and feeble, and carry about a great 
soul. 

In this trinity is a unity with God, eter- 
nity, and earth. The body will totter and 
crumble back to the earth; the soul steps 
out. Standing by the side of its earthly 
house, it may try its pinions, wipe away the 
death sweat, kiss the voiceless lips, and say, 
“Not long, soon I will come for you, and 
united, we will mount up to God, or de- 
scend to hell.” 

We can no more control our thoughts 
than we can control our words. Our 
thoughts come from a source more’ power- 
ful than our lips; they come from the spir- 
it or intellectual department of our build- 
ing. The soul as a mighty electrical source, 
like a battery, sends it forth, to either bless 
or curse mankind. Emerson says, 
“Thoughts are more powerful than words, 
and play a greater part in formulating the 
world’s character than words.” From the 
very beginning of the creation of the race 
God anticipated the danger of the evil 
thoughts of men, and the influence of evil 
thoughts sent out from wicked souls over 
the innocent. Genesis 6:5: “God saw that 
the wickedness of man was great in the 
earth, and that every imagination of the 
thoughts of his heart was only evil continu- 
ally.” The outward crimes of men might 
be confined locally, but it was not the out- 
ward crimes, that in my mind, stirred the 
great heart of God. It was the imagina- 


tions and thoughts of his heart. You will . 


observe that it says thoughts of the heart, 
making the strongest combination of mental 
power known under heaven. The heart or 
the soul, as a mighty intellectual battery, 
thus sending out evil imaginations and 
thoughts would affect the innocent perhaps 
many thousand miles away. Here is a wire- 
less battery. The operator sends out a mes- 
sage with but little if any sound, it mounts 
up, and is carried by the vibrations of the 
air over land and sea. Howling storms do 
not stop it; beating rain does not drown it. 
snow and ice do not chill it, but onward it 
goes, its wings is the air, and winged with 
the air it travels on until picked up by an- 
other battery of like capacity. This is the 
most forcible illustration of the intellectual 


power of man that has ever been produced. 
From the wireless battery of the soul 
thoughts for good or evil are sent forth. 
They, too, travel upon the vibrations of the 
air, until picked up by another soul in tune 
with the sender, and will be influenced for 
good or evil by that message. We will nev- 
er know the good or the evil we have done 
to others; we will never know the souls we 
have lifted up to God or dragged down to 
hell by the power of our thoughts till we 
get to the Judgment. The preacher far 
back in the world’s history understood the 
power of mentalism. He calls the mental 
message a bird. Ecclesiastes 10: 20, “Curse 
not the king, no not in thy thought; and 
curse not the rich in thy bedchamber: for 
a bird of the air shall carry the voice, and 
that which hath wings shall tell the mat- 
ter.” Could the influence of my thoughts 
over the life of ariother be more forcibly 
told? The preacher calls the carrier the 
bird of wings—at least something that 
will deliver the message. Job said to his 
comforters, “I know your thoughts, and 
the devices which ye wrongfully imagine 
against me.” How did Job know their 
thoughts? And how did he know the men- 
tal imaginations of their soul? Because 
each man bore the attributes of God; each 
man was immortal; each spirit was divine, 
and being divine was a discerner, even of 
the thoughts of men. I stagger at myself, 
and the unaccountable experiences that 
come to me. David realizing the responsi- 
bilities of his thoughts as well as his words 
said, “I am wonderfully and fearfully 
made.” 


But, listen, let me bring this matter home 
to you. One day an influence came over 


you for which you were not responsible. 
You were overwhelmed with melancholy; 
the sun seemed to muffle itself; your life 
was a misery. Perhaps you called on the 
doctor, and he pronounced it—melancholy. 
For a few hours your soul walked through 
the valley of despondency. From whence 
came this baptism of darkness? Perhaps 
across the earth yonder—a soul like yours 
was overwhelmed with grief, and was send- 
ing out heart-cries of sorrow, and those 
messages mounted the air, and by the 
“winged bird” was carried straight to your 
soul. Again you have found your soul over- 
shadowed with a spirit of anger. Every 
thing went wrong, and you were cross, and 
your life was a misery, and it was a misery 
to be about you. You did things and said 
things that you were not otherwise capable 
of doing and saying. In fact, you were not 
yourself. You were being possessed with 
the influence of an evil soul somewhere in 
a fit of anger. Also, you have found your- 
self in heaven’s atmosphere; the world was 
never brighter; the sky was never clearer, 
and you were never happier—in fact, you 
were walking the clouds. Everything and 
everybody was agreeable. What a time of 
refreshing; what a baptism of happiness. 
Perhaps the surrounding circumstances 
contradicted your feeling, but you shouted 
on. Perhaps that halo of glory—that bap- 
tism of holy influence went forth from a 
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great soul, and fell upon your soul, and 
though unseen, you were blest by the 
sender. 

Spiritualism has tried to explain these 
voices in the air, but their explanation 
bounded back to mock them. It can never 
be explained except in these words, “In the 
likeness of God, created he them, male and 
female.” If God can read my thoughts, and 
if I am like Him, can I not read the 
thoughts of others? If God can touch my 
soul, though His habitation be far from 
this earth, cannot my soul touch yonder 
soul though we dwell in the uttermost 
parts of the earth? God is divine, and 
when God made us He made each man a 
little God, sustaining fathomless unity with 
the Deity, and crowned him with glory and 
honor. 

Edison, the American genius, says that 
he has never conceived, and worked out be- 
hind locked doors, an invention, but that 
when he reached the patent office he found 
a like patent, or heart of one being worked 
out. This is possible and practical. As the 
strong, concentrated mind of the genius for- 
mulated the plan he could no more keep it 
confined to his own soul than he could gir- 
dle the air, and so the plan completely for- 
mulated went forth, carried by the “winged 
bird” to the mind of another genius, and 
he picked up the work of another. 

No one denies the ability of judging the 
good or evil thoughts of others. No onc 
will intelligently deny the influence of oth 
er minds in their presence. If we can in- 
telligently impress our thoughts upon one in 
our presence, why should it be thought a 
thing incredible that we should send it 
across the earth?

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PRESENT-DAY “REVELATIONS” 
BY T. DARLEY ALLEN 


The philosophical arguments for immor- 
tality have often been found by inquiring 
minds an aid to faith in the gospel, but the 
tendency of Spiritualism is to lead those 
who seek, through its workings, evidence of 
the life beyond into a state of hostility to 
Christian teaching. The longer one is con- 
nected with the cult of the Spiritualists the 
more confirmed does he become in opposi- 
tion to Christianity. 

And so we do not have to declare Spir- 
itualism to be satanic in that its professed 
revelations are due to disembodied spirits, 
or to fallen angels, as some Christian peo- 
ple claim, in order to condemn it as one of 
the greatest evils with which humanity is 
cursed. For it is evil and only evil, even 
though an explanation of its phenomena is 
found in natural causes. It denies the need 
of regeneration and is opposed to many oth- 
er basic truths for which the Christian re- 
ligion stands. 

The late A. T. Jennings, a Wesleyan 
Methodist editor and preacher, once wrote 
an article on Spiritualism containing the 
following excellent criticism of this evil 
system: ' 


By claiming to obtain messages from the 
dead, it in effect discounts what God has 
said of the spirit world, as if what God has 
revealed is not sufficient. We believe that 
the Bible is a sufficient revelation as to the 
life beyond the line which separates this 
world from the spirit world, and that any 
one who attempts to pry into the invisible 
world reflects upon what God has caused to 
be written, and this is a serious evil. Any- 
thing which discounts the Bible is very bad, 
and since spiritualism discounts the Bible, 
we object to it because we believe it to be 
very bad. 

This effort to pry into the spirit world 
and learn what God has not revealed de- 
grades human intelligence by putting peep- 
ings and mutterings above rational thought. 
Spiritualism caters to a depraved craving 
for mystery and neglects the higher and 
nobler and more practical elements of gen- 
uine morality. The promoters of this sys- 
tem of religion esteem it of greater impor- 
tance to obtain some knowledge of something 
in the invisible world than to possess the 
highest possible type of moral character, 
and this is exceedingly objectionable. 

Spiritualism debauches human reasoning 
faculties by substituting an uncertainty, 
something guessed at, something merely im- 
agined, or if real, something that is worth- 
less, for God’s eternal word, and we object 
to it on that account. 

Tested by its fruits, it is a factor of posi- 
tive evil, and that for three reasons: 

First. It offers to sinful men no regen- 
eration, and because it cannot make any 
such offer it cannot offer a sound basis for 
morality. 

Second. It is like delving in the mist and 
mold and darkness of cellars amidst Tats 
and bats and creeping and crawling things, 
and naturally the individual who engages in 
this becomes tainted with the vile things 
among which he spends his time. 

Third. %* ffers no sufficient incentive for 
doing right, or ving , because it has 
no sufficient standard of righteousness or 


goodness.

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One Hundredth Anniversary of the First Christian 
Church of Conneaut, Ohio 


The Conneaut Christian church is one 
hundred years old. 

It was organized May 238, 1818. 

Until the year 1828 its meetings and pub- 
lic worship were held in schoolhouses. 

Its first meeting-house was erected in 
1828. 

Its first choir was organized in 1848. 

Its first “Fellowship meeting” was held 
in 1848. 

It has had twenty-six pastors and twenty- 
six church clerks. 

The centennial anniversary occasion in- 
cluded two weeks of special service, closing 
on Sunday, May 26, 1918. The services 
were directed throughout by the pastor, 
whose wise planning, thoughtful methods, 
and Christian ideals, made them a source 
of influence in the community. Rev. H. L. 
Lott, the popular pastor at East Spring- 
field, Pa., spent two evenings in the serv- 
ice of the first week, and Rev. F. B. Richey, 
of Springboro, Pa., preached each evening 
the last week. Rev. Richey’s scholarly pre- 
sentation of practical truths won for him a 
lasting place in the memory of his hearers. 

The music was of the choicest character, 
and rendered with the spirit as well as with 
the understanding, the best of all being that 
the people could understand what was being 
sung. The “basket dinner” served in the 
dining rooms of the church was an enjoy- 
able feature of the day, and afforded old 
friends and new ones the opportunity of 
spending a time in a social enjoyment, 
which was fully appreciated by all present. 
Even though The American Christian Con- 
vention meals should fall far below the ex- 
cellence of this spread, they would be feasts, 
and the Convention folks would fare sump- 
tuously every day. The following program 
was observed on Sunday, the history here- 
in given being printed and extensively cir- 
culated.

HISTORICAL SKETCH 


Many years ago in a little town of Con- 
necticut, there lived a company of earnest 
Christian men and women whose great de- 
sire was to spread the gospel of Christian- 
ity so dearly loved, and for this purpose 
they met together to pray for the Holy 
Spirit to teach them how they might do this. 
One evening, while several brother elders 
were visiting them, they met for prayer as 
usual, when at the close of the meeting 
there suddenly appeared before one Bro. 
John Bloggett, a torch-like light, which 
seemed to beckon him to follow. He, think- 
ing it might be his own imagination, spoke 
of it to Rev. John Cheney saying, “Brother, 
I see a light before me that seems to call 
me forward.” 

“What is it like?” asked Brother Cheney. 

“It seems like a tongue of flames in mid- 
air, that moves when I go and stops when 
I stand still.” 

“Well,” said Brother Cheney, “that is 
surely the Holy Spirit beckoning you to fol- 
low. Go home to-night, and if it is still 
with you in the morning, make ready to go, 
and I will go with you, for surely such a 
vision must be a heavenly commission.” 

In the morning the light was still there, 
so they made ready as in the olden time by 
taking a change of raiment and a little 
money (for they knew not where they 
should go), and started on horseback, as 
that was the common mode of travel. The 
light seemed to lead them into the dense 
forest, west of their little village, where 
there were no roads or paths—only the bark 
cut in the side of a tree now and then to 
show that some one had been through that 
way before. ‘They were led by the light 
from one tree to another, Rev. Bloggett 
riding ahead and Rev. Cheney following, 
wading streams, through thickets, over fall- 
en trunks, only stopping long enough to 
rest the tired horses, until they came to 2 
settlement on the banks of a river which 
they found on inquiry was called Salem. 

The name of the river was Conneaut, an 
Indian word meaning many fishes. Still 
the light led them on until it stopped over 
a house where lived another earnest Chris- 
tian, Mrs. Fifield by name. 


The two men dismounted and knocked at 
the door. Mrs. Fifield answered the call. 
On opening the door, she stood for a mo- 
ment looking at the strangers, then, extend- 
ing both hands, said, “You are the men. 
Come in, Brother Bloggett and Brother 
Cheney.” Then she told them how the 
night before she had seen in a dream two 
men coming to her door whom she was told 
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by a voice in her dream to entertain and 
that she should gather her neighbors in 
for a meeting and that great good should 
be done. She was also told the names of 
the men. The dream or vision had im- 
pressed her so much that she had been 
looking for them all day until they came at 
four o’clock in the afternoon. Then she got 
them a warm supper and while they were 
eating she went out and called in her neigh- 
bors for a meeting that night, as she had 
been bidden. So during the meeting Broth- 
er Bloggett told of the light and of their 
decision to follow it; of their experience, of 
the days of travel, and closed by saying 
there would be a meeting the next evening. 

On the next day Brother Bloggett learned 
there were a few earnest Christians who 
had been praying for a revival, that they 
might organize a church for themselves. 
But Brother Bloggett believed in banding 
together first and the revivals would foflow. 
Accordingly they met on May 23, 1818, in 
what was known as the Peter King school- 
house, and organized The Christian church, 
the first church organization in the town- 
ship. Rev. Cheney preached the organiza- 
tion sermon at one o’clock to a full house, 
from the text 1 Timothy 3:15. As near as 
we can tell by the old records there were 
thirty enrolled as charter members, as fol- 
lows: 

David Hicks, Simon Brown, Polly Brown, 
Hitty McNear, Mary King, John Bean, 
Rufus Hatch, Selah Hatch, Lenna Thomp- 
son, Fanny Wright, Roena Sanford, Sophia 
Wright, Betsy Abbott, Ovenye Hise, Thom- 
as McNear, William Kennedy, Nancy Whit- 
ney, John Venan, Leucy Herring, Sylvia 
Durkee, Levi Wilder, Reuben Wheeler, 
Mary Capron, Abijah Capron, Amarilla 
Brown, Deborah Maxfield, Anna Harvey, 
Job Whitney, Rebecca Kennedy, and Sarah 
Fifield. 

Rev. John Cheney became their pastor, 
while Brother Bloggett returned home. We 
see by this incident that our dear church 
was divinely appointed, and how much good 
can be accomplished if we 
only obey our calls to duty. 

Services were held in the 
Center schoolhouse until the 
erection of the old church 
structure which was built 
west of the village. In 1841, 
this building was moved to 
the present location of the 
new church on Buffalo and 
Monroe Streets, by a Mr. 
Pullman, assisted by his two 
sons, George and Albert, the 
former being the late George 
M. Pullman, of palace-car 
car fame. 

During the church’s one 
hundred years of existence, 
1556 members have enrolled. 
The present membership is 
660. The pastors who have 
served the church, given in 
order of their service, are—John Cheney, 
John Bloggett, Asa Morrison, Simon Bishop, 
Oliver Barr, Josiah Spaulding, Jonas Law- 
rence, Gardner Dean, Jason McKee, Elder 
Church, Luman Benson, Elder Badger, J. 
Rebinson, Elder Burham, L. D. Ames, A. 
S. Langdon, Ira Brooks, 0. T. Wyman (21 
years), M. Summerbell, Myron Tyler, J. F. 
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Morgan, P. A. Canada, J. F. Ullery, O. W. 
Powers, W. J. Young, and our beloved pas- 
tor, Rev. A. E. Kemp, making twenty-six 
ministers in all. 

The present church building was dedi- 
cated Sunday, September 18, 1915. Rev. J.

BLIND 
SERMONETTE 


BY REV. C. A. TILLINGHAST, D. D., PR OVIDENCE, R. I. 


“And as Jesus passed by, he saw a man which 
was blind from his birth.”-——-John 9:1; John 9:1, 2. 


“As Jesus passed by,” the sightless eyes 
and pitiful helplessness of the poor blind 
beggar excited his compassion. It is ex- 
ceedingly comforting to know that He does 
not shut His eyes to our misfortunes. He 
is not so absorbed in His own business or 
pleasure that He cannot pause a moment 
to administer a blessing. Nor was He so 
conscious of His own superiority that He 
could not see the worth of the unfortunate 
object. “He saw a man.” The image of 
God is not a thing to be despised anywhere. 
We would recognize the value of a diamond 
even in an ash heap. So let us think of a 
human soul though buried in the reeking 
filth of misfortune and sin. This wayside 
beggar whom men had passed and repassed 
for years as unworthy of a thought, proved 
a man of sense and stability. He knew when 
he was blind and when light came to him 
(verse 25), which is more than every one 
knows. He knew that good effects could not 
come from evil causes, that man without 
God is helpless; that an incurable defect 
could not be remedied by jugglery, and he 
had character enough to stick to the truth 
and to accept and worship his Deliverer at 
the expense of mockery and excommunica- 
tion (verses 30-33). It is a delightful fact 
that Jesus hunted him up to encourage and 
confirm his faith—to teach him “that the sun 
does not shine for a few trees and flowers, but 
for the wide world’s joy. The lonely pine on 
the mountain top waves its somber boughs 
and cries, Thou art my sun. And the little 
meadow violet lifts its cup of biue, and 
whispers with its perfumed breath, Thou 
art my sun. And the grain in a thousand 
fields rustles in the wind, and makes answer, 
Thou art my sun.” 

So God sits, effulgent, in the heaven, not 
for a favored few, but for the universe of 
life; and there is no poor’creature so low 
that he may not look up with childlike con- 
fidence and say, “My Father, thou art 
mine.” 

“Who did sin?” they inquire. What mat- 
ters who? The main thing is to remove 
the consequences. Men so like to sit in judg- 
ment! They will wade through every kind 
of moral filth and rottenness in order to 
“expose” and advertise, but when it comes 
to going to souls sucked into the whirlpool 
of sin for the purpose of pulling out, they 
are afraid of being smirched. This man 
had been born blind—“blind from his birth.” 
Such blindness had been incurable “since the 
world began,” but Christ could correct the 
work which nature had left incomplete. It 
is only the blindness of open eyes that He 
cannot cure (verse 41). Sad is the condi- 
‘ tion of those who see what they do not sce! 
“As long as I am in the world, I am the 
light of the world.” 

“Neither hath this man sinned, nor his 
parents.” The Jews held that every disease 
was a punishment for some specific sin. So 
they hunted around ‘for it in this case. Had 
the parents sinned (alas! they do some- 





times), or the preexistent man, or the em- 
bryo, or had God foreseen that the man 
would sin, and so punished in advance, as 
if the eternal hereafter would be short? It 
must be somewhere, they argued, and they 
were eager to set their finger on it. So the 
world’s ears itch for the last of every vile 
seandal. “Let sin be exposed.” Yes, if you 
are not the sinner. Yes, if you are anxious 
to gloat over particulars. The desire to 
expose sin for the sake of its suppression is 
right, but the desire to expose it for a 
spectacle is hellish. But they were entirely 
wrong in this case. ‘Neither hath sinned.” 
It may be that many of the poor wretches 
that revel in the slums and languish in 
prisons are not so sinful as we suppose. 
He who knows all the circumstances may 
see misfortune rather than sin. “Judge not, 
that ye be not judged.” The Supreme Court 
of ther universe will reverse many human 
decisions. 

Christ said that this had come upon him, 
“that works of God should be made mani- 
fest in him.” The Greek idiom expresses a 
consequence rather than purpose. His blind- 
ness was the means of attracting Christ’s 
attention, and thus salvation came to him 
(verse 38). So “our light afflictions work 
for us a far more exceeding and eternal 
weight of glory’—our weakness is our 
strength; our blindness is our sight. “Night 
hides the earth, but reveals the heavens,” 
and often is but the dark stem of the lily 
day. Better the blindness that leads to 
light than the sight that leads to blindness. 

“I must work the works of Him that sent 
me while it is day: the night cometh when 
no man can work.” Earth has its specific 
work, which cannot be done elsewhere. 
Christ’s work of opening material eyes must 
be done while He was in the material world. 
Even He could not do to-day the work of 
to-morrow. And not only because to-mor- 
row brings its full “tale of bricks” to, be 
turned out, but because to-day’s work would 
be fruitless if done to-morrow. It is useless 
to sow in harvest time. Every day brings 
a new kind of work. Now or never is the 
work of the present done. And the day 
hastens: 

“Time has a little way to flutter; and time 
is on the win,” and the wing is never folded 
until it reaches the outer portal of the day. 

“He anointed the eyes of the blind man 
with the clay.’”’ No doubt there was some 
virtue in this application, as the ancients 
believed, and without question the bath in 
the pool of Siloam was wholesome. At all 
events, these helped to beget and sustain the 
faith requisite to healing. It is a sugges- 
tive fact that many of Christ’s miracles 
were wrought through recognized physical 
agencies. Those who believe in “faith cure” 
ignore medicines, but may not quinine, and 
belladonna, and eye salve be necessary to 
awaken the faith that cures? If so, to that 
extent they are effective. Let us not try 
to be wiser than the Great Physician. 
“He went, and washed, and came seeing.” 
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If he had not taken the prescription, he 
would unquestionably have remained blind. 
The Jews believed that the pool of Siloam 
possessed healing virtue. Isaiah says that 
the Lord brought the tumultuous rush of 
the river of Assyrian invasion upon Judah 
because the people refused “the waters of 
Siloah that go softly.” The Mohammedans 
say that Zemzem (which sprang up at Mec- 
ca to slake the thirst of Ishmael) and Siloah 
are the two fountains of paradise. 

“Is this your son?” they asked of his 
parents. To some the change was so great 
that it seemed incredulous; others would 
disprove the cure lest it establish Christ’s 
claim to Messiahship. So they raise ques- 
tions and cavil at facts. They have little 
heart to rejoice with the man to whom a 
new life has come, but plenty of cold criti- 
cism to ease their semi-unbelieving con- 
sciences. Are we like that—more anxious 
to have our way than to help our fellow 
man—ready to sacrifice a 1,000—10,000— 
1,000,000 men, to have our own way, rather 
than that right and truth should prevail? 
It is my right to rule the world. Let the 
people of the earth die or yield that right. 
So men are dying to-day rather than yield 
the right of “peace on earth, good-will 
among men.” But the poor, stumbling man 
was no longer a beggar, but an independent 
man—seeing and walking so that men did 
not know him—a new creature. 

But he knew himself, great as the trans- 
formation was. Many things passed away, 
but “God remains, and thou.” That I am 
self-conscious; eternally and forever, J, is a 
most tremendous truth. Those long, dreary 
years of darkness and neglect could never 
be eliminated from his consciousness. “I 
am he”—he knew it well, and that dark 
background only served to intensify the 
present brightness. No doubt he found it 
difficult, in the beautiful new world in which 
he found himself to believe that he was he, 
but the fact was there. So in the ages to 
come we shall remember the darkness and 
sorrow of this lower life—wonder at our 
blessedness~in contrast, and in speechless 
memory of what earth’s winters were, and 
in ever gladdening surprise, I am he. And 
our neighbors will not be afraid to recog- 
nize us there, lest by so doing they con- 
demn themselves. But how were thine eyes 
opened? “The man that is called Jesus 
made clay,” etc. “But this man is a sinner, 
having violated the Sabbath—he could not 
do it.” “But he did do it” persisted the 
man, therefore he is not a sinner. You 
are right, God heareth not sinners. So the 
sword hilt was sharper than the blade, and 
pierced those who attempted to wield it. 
Facts are dangerous weapons to those who 
do not know how to use them, but mighty to 
the pulling down of strongholds to those 
who do; and Christianity is an armory of 
facts. 


Oh, do not pray for easy lives! Pray to 
be stronger men! Oh, do not pray for tasks 
equal to your powers! Pray for powers 
equal to your tasks! Then the doing of 
your work shall be no miracle. .But you 
shall be a miracle. Every day you shall 
wonder at yourself, at the richness of life 
which has come in you by the grace of 
God.—Phillips Brooks. 
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NEWS OF GENERAL INTEREST IN THE 


——tThe Government has warned oil-pro- 

ducers that advances in crude oil prices will 
not be permitted. 
Maurice Francis Egan, United States 
Minister to Denmark, has tendered his res- 
ignation to the State Department, owing to 
ill health. 


The first aeroplanes furnished the 
American army have arrived in France. 
They are equipped with the Liberty motor 
and will be used in training camps. 








——A carload of liquor, valued at more 
than $14,000, has been seized at Lewiston, 
Maine. The liquor was discovered through 
boys who had stolen some of it and were 
trying to sell it. 

——kKnud Rasmussen, the Danish explor- 
er, has reached Long’s Firth with his expe- 
dition—two,members of which have died— 
after having charted all the firths of north- 
ern Greenland. The expedition, starving, 
had eaten all the dogs. 


——A commercial organization, recently 
formed, has bought the Grand Central Pal- 
ace, New York City, a large building, and 
will use it as an exhibition place for foreign 
manufactures. No duty will be levied on 
goods exhibited there until the goods are 
sold, thus making the market a kind of “free 
port.” 


——-Since the raid of German submarines 
on the north Atlantic coast, all of the naval 
recruiting stations in New York have been 
swamped by thousands of applicants for en- 
listment in the Naval Reserve. At the cen- 
tral recruiting stations alone, officers said 
that there were more than 3,000 applicants 
in a single day. 


——Charles Warren Fairbanks, former 
Vice-President of the United States, and 
former United States Senator for Indiana, 
died June 4, at his home, Indianapolis, Ind., 
death being due to interstitial nephritis, 
which had been a chronic ailment with him, 
but not regarded as particularly serious 
until recently. 





Fifteen miles west of Denver, Colo- 
rado, large mirrors have been placed at two 
sharp turns of the winding road for the 
purpose of preventing collisions. These 
3 x 5-foot mirrors which were presented to 
the city have been mounted upon posts 
which are cemented into the rocks that edge 
the highway. 





On May 23, German aviators dropped 
great quantities of bombs on a British hos- 
pital area behind the lines in France, kill- 
ing and wounding hundreds of patients and 
many nurses, who refused to leave their 
posts. The act was deliberate and inten- 
tional, one of the most infamous of the 
war. All the hospital cases were bad ones. 


—tThe federal child labor law of 1916. 
forbidding interstate shipment of products 
of child labor, has been declared unconsti‘u- 
tional and invalid by the Supreme Court. 
Injunctions restraining the government 
from putting the law into effect and re- 
straining a Charlotte, N. C., cotton mill 
from discharging children employed by it 
were sustained by the Court. 





The United States Alien-Property 
Custodian has seized cotton, valued at mil- 
lions of dollars, belonging to German-owned 
firms whose intention presumably was to 
ship the cotton to Germany after the war. 





Sweeping recommendations for regu- 
lation of the canning industry have been 
made to President Wilson by the Federal 
Trade Commission on the basis of inequities 
discovered by an exhaustive investigation. 
Legislation would be required to put somé 
of the recommendations into effect, while 
others may be made operative under the 
food law. Canners were found to have aver- 
aged thirty-two per cent. profit in 1917, com- 
pared with nine per cent. the year previ- 
ous. 


A mammoth cave has been discovered 
in the Sequoia national forest, high in the 
Sierra, on the Marble Fork of the Kaweah 
River. Stalactite formations in great va- 
riety of fantastic forms were found. 

A new medical school for women at 
Velore, India, is to be maintained by the 
united support of the leading British and 
American missionary boards, with help from 
the Madras government. A medical school 
for women is also to be opened at Nankin, 
China. 








——Chairman Hurley, of the United 
States Shipping Board, is planning for the 
launching of more ships than ever were 
launched at any one time in any one coun- 
try, as a special and unique celebration for 
the coming Fourth of July. Nine ships are 
to be launched at San Francisco on Inde- 
pendence Day—six for the navy and three 
for the Emergency Fleet Corporation—and 
extra efforts will be made by other ship- 
yards to have as many ships as possible 
ready to leave the ways on that day. 


——Mexico has recalled its represent- 
ative at Havana and broken off diplomatic 
relations with Cuba, for reasons which at 
first were clouded in considerable mystery. 
Cuba, since declaring war on Germany, has 
intercepted mail and otherwise interfered 
with pro-German activity in Mexico, and 
recently a Mexican gunboat which appeared 
in Havana harbor was rigidly searched. 
Among the passengers was Senor Fabela, 
Mexican minister to Argentina. Washing- 
ton observers suggested that Mexico ap- 
peared to be using the incident as a pos- 
sible pretext for picking a quarrel with the 
United States. 





Upon the results of photographic ob- 
servations obtained by army aviators, who 
flew over darkened New York recently, will 
be determined the question of further dark- 
ening the city as a precaution against pos- 
sible German air raids. Plans are being 
considered, calling for the extinguishing of 
all street and private lights and ordering 
window shades drawn after dark. While 
the possibility of a raid by hostile aircraft 
is not considered great, it was urged that 
precautions should be taken. Army officers 
said it was far from impossible for German 
submarines, now lurking off the coast, to 
assemble an airplane and launch it for a 
raid on American cities.

SECULAR WORLD 


——In an address to Congress on May 27, 
President Wilson asked for the passage of 
a new tax law at this session, placing the 
burden of new taxes principally on incomes, 
war profits, and luxuries. He stated that 
there are indications of profiteering that 
must be met by taxation, and added that he 
could not be responsible for the treasury un- 
less provision is made for the heavy war de- 
mands upon it. 





To meet railway wage increases, just 
announced, and higher cost of coal and oth- 
er supplies, this year, Director-General Mc- 
Adoo has ordered railroad freight rates in 
the United States raised twenty-five per 
cent. and passenger fares to three cents a 
mile from the present basis of about two 
and one-half cents. The new freight charges, 
which cover both class and commodity rates, 
become effective June 25, and the passenger 
increase will go into effect June 10. It is 
estimated that this will bring between 
$800,000,000 and $900,000,000 more revenue 
to the railroads within the next year. It 
represents by far the biggest rate increase 
in the history of railroads. 





The thrifty Norwegians are keeping 
their feet dry with rubbers made from war 
wastage. Fishermen along the coasts have 
been growing prosperous by reason of the 
great quantities of wreckage they have been 
able to pick up and sell. Rubber, which has 
become extremely valuable throughout the 
world since the war has used up such large 
quantities of it, is one of the chief com- 
modities picked up by the fishermen. A fac- 
tory for making rubbers, the first in the 
country, has been established there, and de- 
pends entirely upon the rubber waste wash- 
ed in by the sea for its raw materials. The 
fishermen sell their rubber salvage to the 
government, which sells it to the rubber 
factory for $2.15 a pound. The factory is 
under government control. The factory ex- 
pects to supply all Norway with rubbers 
soon. 





Every man of draft age, regardless 
of dependents or previous classification, 
must either work or fight after July 1st is 
the recent order of Provost Marshal General 
Crowder. This edict was in the form of an 
amendment to the selective service law reg- 
ulations to the effect that men not engaged 
in “useful” occupations must be inducted in- 
to the military service. Nonuseful or non- 
effective occupations for men, not including 
idlers, commonly known as loafers, are the 
following:. Bucketshop and race track at- 
tendants, store clerks, domestic servants, 
theatrical employes exclusive of actors, also 
persons engaged in games, sports, and 
amusements. The later category apparent- 
ly includes all the professional baseball 
players in the country, and was the cause 
of great commotion because it may serious- 
ly upset the organized baseball leagues, 
which employ hundreds of players of draft 
age. Whether the ruling applies to them 
and to certain other sportsmen is not to be 
decided until individual cases are brought 
up on appeal. From time to time the list 
of nonuseful occupations is to be extended 
as military necessity requires.

Comments 


I. THE RESURRECTION OF JESUS PROVED 
BY THE EMPTY TOMB. Vs. 1-8. 

V. 1. When the sabbath was past—That 
is, in the evening, when the Sabbath, which 
closed at sunset, was over, Saturday even- 
ing, according to our way of counting time. 
Spices—In part at least of aromatic oils as 
is shown by the fact that they were to be 
used to anoint the body. 

V. 2. On the first day of the week— 
Sunday. 

V. 3. Who shall roll us away the stone 
from the door of the tomb?—Compare 15: 
46. 

V. 7. He goeth before you into Galilee— 
Read 14:28, also John 21:1. Matt. 28: 
16, 17. 

V. 8. Trembling and astonished . . 
for they were afraid—The vision which 
they had seen and the wonderful, incredible 
news which they had heard, overpowered, 
for a time, the joy which otherwise they 
would have experienced in the fact that 
Jesus was alive. Here the story breaks off 
abruptly. 

II. SUMMARY OF THE APPEARANCES OF 
JESuS. 16: 9-20. 

With verse 8 ends, probably, all that we 
have of the Gospel of Mark as Mark wrote 
it. The two oldest Greek manuscripts and 
some other good authorities omit from verse 
9 to the end. Some other authorities have 
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a different ending of the gospel. This, how- 
ever, can hardly have been the end of the 
gospel. Mark would not have finished the 
gospel with the words, “They were afraid,” 
and without narrating any appearance of 
Jesus at all. By some accident, we know 
not what, the concluding verses of the orig- 
inal gospel were very early lost, and some 
other writer added vs. 9-20 to finish the 
gospel. These verses do not continue the 
story begun by Mark, but give a brief ac- 
count of various appearances of Jesus. It 
is very likely condensed from the parallel 
ideas in other gospels and used here to con- 
tinue the thought in a general way which 
was begun by Mark. This, however, con- 
tains some subject matter not contained in 
the other gospels. 

In concluding the studies of this quarter, 
I would advise that it be announced a week 
in advance that a written examination 
would be held on review Sunday and stu- 
dents would be graded in a contest and do 
all possible to induce the pupils to get a 
connected view of the Gospel by Mark. 
Such a review and examination would be 
conducive to a comprehensive view of the 
unity of the gospel and from an organic 
conception of the life and teachings of 
Jesus. 

The review when conducted by this plan 
has proved to be helpful and stimulating 
when tried, whereas the usual review is one 
of the most monotonous and unappreciated 
lessons of the entire quarter.

In a War Chest Drive in the township in 
which I live we did not go over the top, 
so one day this week I was deputized to 
go with a team of men to visit the men 
who had not given what they should have 
given according to their wealth.

GETTING CLOSER HOME 


The war is getting closer to our mission- 
ary work all the time. Only a few days 
ago a German submarine torpedoed the 
steamship Carolina on its return trip from 
Porto Rico, and several lives were lost, al- 
though three hundred survivors were res- 
cued after enduring the hardships of a 
storm in open boats. It is possible that 
mail intended for us went to “Davy Jones’s 
locker,” but that is utterly insignificant 
compared with the loss of the ship and lives. 
We have made two or three trips between 
New York and Porto Rico on the Carolina. 
It now looks as if the transmission of funds 
to Porto Rico might be endangered for a 
time; and it is entirely within the range of 
possibility that hostile submarines will op- 
erate on the coasts of that little island. 


VERY DISCONCERTING NEWS 


Word from Mrs. C. P. Garman, Tokyo, 
Japan, says: “We are hunting and hunting 
for a house to move into, but there doesn’t 
seem to be any to be had. It’s discouraging. 
Tokyo and Yokohama are full of Russian 
and other refugees, and all foreign houses 
are occupied. We would be glad to get a 
large Japanese house, but can’t even find 
one of those.” 

Shall we suffer our missionaries to leave 





the city and drop their work when such a 
fine beginning has been made? The alter- 
native is to hurry up and buy land and build 
a mission home. Are there a few friends 
who would be willing to invest money in 
Japan property in this emergency to help 
us, provided they receive interest on the in- 
vestment? 


MAY THEY BE JOLTED 


Never can we be glad that this awful war 
has come. But it has come, and now it 
must be fought through to a successful issue 
by the United States and her allies. There 
are to be some good results from the war— 
more than we can foresee. Our country is 
waking up: the churches are waking up: 
even some of the more indifferent in our 
own denomination are waking up. We de- 
voutly hope that the very last man ard 
woman in our brotherhood may be jolted 
good and hard, since it is necessary that 
the jolts should come. It will mean arous- 
ing from self-complacency, looking away 
from home, recogniticn of the needs of oth- 
ers, enlarged giving, spiritual growth, in- 
creased power for the church, and other 
blessings. 


READJUSTING THINGS 


We must not even hope to have our lives 
run on as they did in peace times. It is 
going to cost more to live, it will cost more 
even to keep clean, but people must live and 
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keep clean, too. We must readjust ourselves 
to conditions. Some people will go right on 
making money and piling it up, but most of 
us can’t do that; we will be glad to just 
make ends meet. Our giving will have to 
be regulated on a scale of greater liberality, 
and it is a matter of gratification that thou- 
sands of people already see the point and 
are acting accordingly. The government, 
the nation, must depend upon the Church 
and Christian institutions to develop the 
moral fiber and strength of the people, and 
any considerable declension of Christian ac- 
tivity will at once be revealed in flaccid 
morality. We should be thankful for the 
high moral stand taken by our government 
and by the commanders of our army and 
navy. Their support by the people of the 
nation must be immediate, vigorous, and on 
a high Christian moral plane. In this con- 
flict we cannot for a moment assume that 
demoralizing influences are to have right of 
way. It will cost millions and perhaps bil- 
lions of money, but Christian agencies will 
make unceasing effort to maintain a high 
morale and clean surroundings for the mil- 
lions of men at the front and in the camps. 
As time passes these agencies will be keyed 
up to a higher pitch. It must be true also 
of all churches and Christian agencies work- 
ing just for the local community. We are 
glad to see that it is true already in many 
places. It must be true in missions, it will 
be true. We are now witnessing on a colos- 
sal scale the results of moral disease un- 
checked in a few nations. We are knowing 
now, as we read casualty lists, that the 
only safety for our nation is a Christian 
world and Christian fraternity. 


You, reader, have not hitherto known or 
experienced such compelling reasons for 
support of missions. By influence, by voice, 
by money, you are going to back up our 
missionary work according to your ability. 
We are correct in making this assertion, are 
we? We hear your chorus of “Yes.” 


In all I think, or speak, or do,

Woman’s Missionary Departm’t

Those conferences that are so fortunate 
as to have a Woman’s Mission Board do 
not fail to give time on the program for 
the missionary meetings, but at most the 
time is short, and there is so much to be 
done that unless the program of work is 
carefully planned something of prime im- 
portance is sure to be left out. 


One thing that should not be neglected 
is the election of delegates to the meeting 
cf the Woman’s Mission Board to be held 
in connection with the Conneaut Conven- 
tion next October. Each Conference Wom- 
an’s Board is entitled to one or more voting 
delegates—consult your Missionary Hand- 
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book to find the number your Conference 
Board should elect. Please do this. 

It is important that each Conference 
Woman’s Board should have its quota of 
delegates at Conneaut. 

Another important item is to make some 
one woman resopnsible for the report. 
We want extra full reports this year. Of 
the fifteen questions of the Annual Statis- 
tical Report not more than twelve have 
ever been answered at one time. 

The president of the Conference Woman’s 
Board should look these fifteen questions 
over carefully, and make it her especial 
business to see that every question is an- 
swered. Eight of these questions are to be 
answered with a number—and as numbers 
seem to be especially hard for us, please 
try very hard to have the correct numbers 
for these eight questions. 

The most important question of all is the 
third—number of members in local mission- 
ary societies? 

Question number three is often answered 
like this, “I don’t know,” “Only a few,” or 
“J can’t tell just how many.” But the 
usual way is not to answer at all, just be- 
cause they do not know how many there 
are. But why should we not know how 
many members we have in our missionary 
societies? Mrs. Burnett and Mrs. Helfen- 
stein do not know because question three of 
the Annual Statistical Report is unan- 
swered in about half of the reports sent in 
from the Conference Boards. The presi- 
dents of the Conference Boards do not know, 
because on the blanks sent in by the local 
societies question three is not answered 
often enough to give any idea of the num- 
ber of members. 

Now the only way the convention secre- 
taries can know how many members we 
have is from the conference reports, and 
the only way the Conference Board secre- 
taries can know is from the reports sent 
by the local societies—and all they have to 
do is for each local society secretary to 
count the names of the members, write the 
number on the report blank quickly (before 
she forgets it) and mail that same blank 
to her Conference Board secretary before 
she loses the blank—simple, is it not? And 
yet would you believe that year after year 
passes and we do not know just how many 
members there are in our missionary so- 
cieties!

THE AMERICAN COLLEGE BUREAU 


The Council of Church Boards of Educa- 
tion and the Association of American Col- 
leges have been making a study of the 
problem of securing teachers for colleges; 
and the American College Bureau has been 
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established to assist in this work. It is 
devoting its entire attention to filling college 
and university positions. College executives 
are already coming to the Bureau to talk 
over their possible needs, just as they would 
go to their lawyers or physicians for pro- 
fessional advice and service. The Bureau 
is taking a personal interest in the problems 
of these executives. It has a professional 
interest in finding candidates of unquestion- 
able fitness, rather than in securing a com- 
mission by inducing an employer to engage 
a candidate who may prove to be unsuit- 
able—in short, to find for each position not 
merely some fairly suitable candidate, but 
the fittest candidate available for the col- 
lege executive who wishes to secure the best 
person with the least trouble and expense. 

Never before has the need been so great 
for Christian men and women in the colleges 
and universities. More than ever before the 
college executive needs men and women not 
only of the highest ideals, but of positive 
Christian influence and activity. Not infre- 
quently information is needed concerning 
which the president cannot inquire without 
being misunderstood, and to ascertain which 
might mean embarrassment both to the 
president and the candidate. The Bureau 
has unusual facilities for obtaining thor- 
ough and accurate information in regard 
to teachers. 

In the commercial world we find large 
corporations turning to scientific employ- 
ment experts for consultation and profes- 
sional advice in regard to the employment 
of their help. Many corporations now have 
regularly organized employment depart- 
ments who are directly responsible for the 
hiring of all employees. Several cities have 
Employment Managers’ Associations which 
have regular meetings to discuss methods 
of rating and selecting employees. . Some- 
times a single organization selects employees 
for several firms. This method of engag- 
ing helpers is rapidly gaining recognition 
as one of the most essential elements in any 
well-organized business, and now the United 
States Government has adopted this method, 
somewhat modified, in the Department of 
Personnel. What such a department or or- 
ganization is in the commercial world, the 
American College Bureau expects to be in 
the educational world—an employment de- 
partment for colleges and universities, to 
be called upon at all times when outside 
help of any kind is needed. 

The Bureau expects to keep on file detail- 
ed records of a large number of men and 
women available for college and university 
positions—in fact, it will be a clearing-hcase 
for accurate information concerniug all 
kinds of teachers as well as canuidates for 
such positions as president, dean, registrar, 
private secretary, trained nurse, command- 
ant, athletic dirtctor, etc. 

The Buicau will appreciate having the 
college executives refer to it all miscellane- 
ous applications, in order that it may make 
an investigation of the candidates, if their 
records are not already on file. Among 
those who apply miscellaneously there are 
always some undesirable candidates, and it 
is essential for the protection of the college 
executive that the Bureau should know the 
unfit as well as the fit candidate. Not in- 
frequently it is able to render a peculiarly 
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valuable service by collecting and present- 
ing facts not easily discovered, and which, 
when known, would render the candidate 
wholly ineligible.

MEMOIR OF ELDER JOHN B. LITTELL 
BY REY. R. J. ELLIS 


On Sunday, May 26, as the sun was pass- 
ing down the western sky, the sad bells of 
mortality tolled, and a telegram from his 
son, Ivan, brought the melancholy message 
that our old-time friend and coworker in 
the ministry, Elder John B. Littell, had 
passed to the great beyond. He was my 
friend and while no words of mine can add 
peace to his ashes or sweetness to his *!2ep, 
I beg to place on record a brief memoir 
touching his life and character. But in the 
absence of exact data upon which to base 
our comment, completeness and method can- 
not be observed. 

Elder Littell was a man of unique and 
surpassing elements of character. It was 
the writer’s privilege when but a lad to 
meet him and form his acquaintance. Dur- 
ing the long time I have known him, I have 
had no cause to change my opinion of him. 
He ever remained true to his own convic- 
tions. He was a brave man, daring to fol- 
low his own judgment, even when it led him 
into disagreement with his best friends. His 
moral courage was developed to a high de- 
gree, and he was willing to assume respon- 
sibility for his every act, conscious of the 
rectitude of his purpose. Yet, I think, it 
could not be said of him that he was always 
right, for he possessed an impulsive nature, 
and, at times, would form quick and ex- 
treme conclusions. But it must be said of 
him that he was honest, and that his fidelity 
to truth—in purpose and aim—could not be 
questioned. 


His ability as a preacher and pastor was 
recognized and respected, especially so in 
the several localities of Illinois and Indiana, 
where he has labored as a pastor. His last 
ministerial service was with the Haubstadt- 
Union pastorate. He has served in pastoral 
relation several important churches. The 
affection and esteem in which he is held in 
these various church communities, indicate 
in a measure his worth and character as a 
true minister of the cross. Our brother 
served one term as State Evangelist in the 
Illinois State Conference. Also was at one 
time the president of the Indiana and IIli- 
nois (district) Conference. In each of these 
capacities he served with honor and ability. 


As a public speaker, his style was very 
original. Sometimes, when in his happiest 
moods, he spoke as if he were inspired. He 
possessed the artist’s skill of mingling the 
lively colors with the grave; in sermon he 
seldom allowed tactful humor to escape him. 
This genius-like ability constituted him a 
most pleasing and interesting speaker. In- 
deed, under the testing pressure of certain 
public occasions, we have heard him deliver 
some very beautiful orations; at times his 
speech would sparkle with gems of wit and 
humor, when in another moment, probably, 
he would turn his words into the most 
touching expressions of pathos; or, again, 
he would, if the occasion demand it, 
enunciate words of the most stinging sar- 
casm. However, he was not always at his 
best and, sometimes, like all other public 


speakers, would seem dull and uninteresting. - 


But usually he made good,in both sermon and 
speech, and acquitted himself with honor. 


As to education, Elder Littell was not a 
college man; his gifts were natural and his 
attainments were those of the self-made 
man; however, his gifts and attainments 
were such as to mark him a much greater 
man than many of those who hail from the 


famed institutions of education. His strength 


and glory came to his noble determination 
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to be a manly man, a servant of Jesus 
Christ. 

As an evangelist, he scored some real re- 
vival successes, and in the earlier part of 
his ministry he was regarded as being one 
of the most efficient evangelists in this sec- 
tion of the country. This writer has always 
been proud to acknowledge that he himself 
came into the church under the influence 
and preaching of Elder John B. Littell. 

Brother Littell, like his Master, was a 
man of sorrow. He was well acquainted 
with life’s griefs and burdens. He never 
obtained much of this world’s goods; it 
seemed his lot to ever paddle his boat of 
life about in the shallows of poverty. His

first wife died just as he was entering the 
Christian ministry, leaving him with a fam- 
ily of six helpless little children to care for. 
But while he was thus attacked with poverty 
and sorrow, he remained strong and brave 
and fought life’s hard battles alone, until 
some years later, when he met and married 
Miss Jennie B. Westfall, who proved to be 
both his helpmate and companion. They 
lived in happy union, inhabiting as tenants 
in common that sacred spot called home, and 
which no court was needed to define their 
relative rights and duties. 

In the year 1914, September, he was 
stricken with paralysis. Being ambitious 
to prosecute his work in the ministry, this 
affliction fell with very crushing and telling 
effect upon his life. While he endeavored 
to maintain his usual spirit, it was not dif- 
ficult for his discerning friends to see that 
he was greatly saddened and disappointed. 
But even under the pressure of a saddened 
heart and a greatly afflicted body, he did 
some ministerial work, and sought to do 
what little he could in the Master’s cause. 

The funeral services were at Sims, IIL, 
his old home, on Wednesday, May 29, con- 
ducted by Rev. Mahlon Smith. A number 
of preachers being present, all were called 
upon to take part in the services. We think 
there were no less than twelve or fifteen 
ministers present, who spoke in words of 
love and testimony for him, their friend, 
who reposed so grandly and calmly in death 
before them. The sorrowing multitude of 
friends who attended the funeral testified, 
as no language can, to the worth and char- 
acter of the man. Their expressions of 
tenderness and affection, and their gentle 
ministrations fitly crowned the career which 
they had watched with pride and love. The 
burial took place in the family cemetery at 
Old Cincinnati, Wayne County, Illinois. The 
sorrowing family have the sympathy of a 
very large circle of friends. 

Now he-is gone, and yet being dead, he 
will still to us. e be made 
better by his counsels, by his sermons,- and 
by his friendships. I qapoctaliy honor the 
fact that he was my friend 


I was his.. 
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RECOLLECTIONS OF ELDER J. B. 
LITTELL 


I first met Elder J. B. Littell in March, 
1886, at the Richland church, soon after 


his conversion. He was always an interest- 
ing character. He was positive in his belief 
and strong in his likes and dislikes. He was 
a natural orator and had a desire for public 
speaking. He soon began to exhort and hold 
revivals in schoolhouses. The Lord blessed 
his labors and he had many converts in his 
early efforts. His first conference to attend 
was at New Liberty, Gibson County, Ind., 
in 1890. As he had been preaching a couple 
of years and some churches demanded his 
labors, the conference suspended rules and 
ordained him to the full work of the min- 
istry. Elder D. M. Shoemaker preached the 
sermon. From that time on he was crowded 
with calls. He began with very humble 
circuits, but grew rapidly till he filled im- 
portant pulpits. He pastored churches in 
four conferences, viz.: Illinois, Southern 
Wabash, Central Illinois, and Southern 
Indiana. Some of the churches he pastored 
are the following: Richland, Sims, Chris- 
tian Temple, Hord, Poplar, Boyleston, 
and Burnt Prairie, in the territory of the 
Illinois Conference; Sugar Creek, Antioch, 
Sumner, Sandy Creek, Bethany, and Porter- 
ville, in the Wabash Conference; New Lib- 
erty, Bethsaida, Haubstadt, Antioch, and 
Union, in the Southern Indiana Conference; 
Muncie and Prairie Hope, in the Central 
Illinois Conference. He had great success 
in. the pastorate, got many accessions, had 
many baptizing occasions, and got his share 
of weddings and funerals. 

While Elder Littell had his opposition and 
2ritics, he had a host of fast friends. He 
had a great personality and magnetic force, 
and made many true friends. He was nat- 
urally belligerent and would sometimes 
nettle a conference or official meetings by 
his cross examinations. Also he was com- 
bative and enjoyed debates. But this was 
his nature; at heart, he was a great and 
good man, and when you had trouble he 
would come to your rescue. If you had sor- 
row or death in your home, he was sympa- 
thetic and tender as a angel of mercy. 
He believed in defending the truth and 
contending for the right. Elder Littell had 
a genius and talent for evangelism. He 
fought many battles and scored many vic- 
tories in the evangelistic field. In addition 
to holding many revivals with the writer 
and others, and alone, he did team work with 
two others, notably Elder A. Land and 
Elder J. T. Phillips. He held seventeen re- 
vivals with the former and nineteen with 
the latter. In association with Elder Phil- 
lips, he evangelized over large portions of 
Indiana, with marked success. His last 
revival was at Union, near Evansville, in 
company with Rev. G. W. Shepherd. About 
his last work was baptizing a number of 
converts in the Ohio River, September, 1914. 
He was once State Evangelist of Illinois 
and did splendid work. e was comfort- 
ably situated in the new parsonage at Haub- 
stadt, Indiana, with a delightful circuit, 
when he was stricken with paralysis. For 
nearly four years he remained in this help- 
less condition, but he was hopeful and cheer- 
ful and kept interested in the church. He 
and his devoted companion lived with his 
children in various parts of different States 
till the end came. The churches and friends 
came to his rescue financially and he passed 
away sweetly in the midst of his friends 
and family. He was cared for by wife and 
children with all the tenderness of a baby. 

The funeral was at his old home at Sims, 
where he had labored hard to establish the 
church. It was a funeral of' his type, a 
conference of preachers. The following min- 
isters were present: Mahlon Smith, A. 
Land, Wm. Land, J. D. Wiggins, T. H. 
Wade; A. O:- Jacobs, J. A. Tracy, H. S. 
Early, G..W. Shepherd, R, J. Ellis, John 
Baughman, and A. H. Bennett. All made 
appropriate talks and esate In 
many ways-it was:an ideal funeral. He 
was loved in life and honored in death. 
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Many of us feel that we have lost a true 
friend and a beloved companion in the min- 
istry. May his memory be blessed. We 
bow to the will of our Heavenly Father. 
Good-by, dear friend, till we meet again!

Although he was helpless for quite a 
while before he died he bore it all patient- 
ly. He spent the most of his life in Flem- 
ing County, Kentucky, and helped to build 
some of the oldest churches in that neigh- 
borhood. A few years before he died he 
moved to Carter County, Kentucky, where 
he lived at the time of his death. Yes, he 
is dead.

UNITY AND COOPERATION 





The Way to Secure Absolute Unity and 
Hearty Cooperation Among All Sections 
and Denominations of the Christian 
World. 


Now that this question is prominently be- 
fore the entire Christian public, a little 
illustration may help to remove the haze, 
and give a clear vision as to how this de- 
sired goal of unity and cooperation can best 
and most speedily be reached. Here is a 
wheel. The outer ends of the spokes seem 
far apart. As they each converge towards the 
hub or center, however, they unavoidably 
get nearer to each other until they appear 
to be in the closest contact and absolutely 
one around the hub. This is the secret of 
oneness in Christ. 


There are to-day in India and elsewhere 
many of God’s true children, of various sec- 
tions of the Christian church, who are in 
the closest of fellowship, cooperation, and 
love with each other, simply because they 
are each living close to the Savior, and 
hence are walking in that light which gives 
a very clear conception of the lines of life 
and conduct which Christ would have them 
adopt. Without conferring with each other, 
the Holy Spirit leads them to the same 
ideals regarding the things which tend to 
help or hinder’ spiritual growth. This 
gracious leading of the Holy Spirit natur- 
ally brings them into close Christian fel- 
lowship with each other, and they are in a 
very real sense “One in Christ.” 


It is utterly impossible to be united on 
any other basis. It is interesting to note 
that the moment a child of God adopts a 
clean and high standard of Christian ideals 
and principles, the outer world invariably 
stamps him or her as belonging to some 
particular section of the Christian church, 
which that outer world instinctively real- 
izes has a standard most in keeping with 
as own high standard of life and con- 

uc 


Christ’s standard is unquestionably the 
highest, cleanest, most separated from the 
world, that man could possibly reach up to, 
and it is only by adopting this standard 
that we can become really one in Christ. 

The great dividing line is not on non- 
essential points of doctrine or ritual, near- 
ly so much as on the difference between the 
Christlikeness or worldliness of the individ- 
ual life, and it is to this that the thought 
and prayer of the entire Christian world 
should be directed. It is only when we be- 
come one in Christ that we can become truly 
united with each other. 


There is far closer fellowship between 
the truly godly men and women of various 
Christian denominations, than there is be- 
tween the godly and worldly members of 
any one of such denominations. This is in 
itself the strongest indication as to how a 
real and precious union between the entire 
Christian church may be secured, and not 
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only between the entire Christian church, 
but also between the entire human race. 

Christ’s great and n dard 
for discipleship was “Love one another.” 
This divine love can, however, only be ex- 
perienced when one is born again, for God’s 
own word tells us “He that loveth is born 
of God,” and inversely it is only when we 
are born of God (or as Christ put it, born 
again) that we can experience this divine 
love shed abroad in the heart, which is a 
totally different thing from that human in- 
stitute which we call love, but which is real- 
ly affection, and which is therefore fitful 
and changing. “Love is unchanging.” 
“Love is the fulfilling of the law.” “Love 
is the very embodiment of God’s character, 
for “God is love.” 

When love comes in, divisions, strife, god- 
lessness, and worldliness must go out. 


This is the great need of the church and 
of India and of the war zone to-day—the 
new birth which results in the planting of 
the seed of Love in the human heart. This 
love—God’s Word says—“passeth all un- 
derstanding,” because “things which are 
spiritual can only be spiritually discerned,” 
and “the natural man knoweth not the 
things of the Spirit.” May we not hope for 
and expect the dawning of an entirely new 
era for the human race, when the Chris- 
tian world grasps the meaning of the word 
“Love?” Will not we all be really “One in 
Christ” when this divine quality of Love 
permeates every Christian heart, and shriv- 
els up and expels everything that is non- 


Christlike?

HE STARTED SOMETHING 


Some people know how to start move- 
ments for the erection of monuments. In 
1879, Dr. D. A. Long delivered an address 
in this county which led to the erection of 
a monument at the battle-field of Alamance. 
The largest congregation ever assembled in 
this county attended the unveiling of that 
monument. This so stirred Judge Schenck 
and others that it led to the erection, the 
next year, of two monuments at Guilford 
battleground and King’s Mountain. Dr. 
Long, some years ago, delivered an address 
at Valley Forge, Pa., and the Pennsylvania 
papers lauded the same. The Congressman 
from the Valley Forge district at once took 
the matter up and ninety-five thousand dol- 
lars were appropriated. We clip the fol- 
lowing from The Conshohocken Recorder of 
Conshohocken, Pa., of May 17, 1918: 

“Dr. D. A. Long, of Burlington, N. C., 
who came north to attend the Peace Con- 
ference in Philadelphia, is expected to at- 
tend the conference in the Gulf church and 
assist in the service. Dr. Long has been 
the guest of Mr. and Mrs. Irvin Supplee at 
Gulph Mills, this week. Mr. Long, it will be 
remembered, while on a visit to Valley 
Forge some years ago, brought to the at- 
tention of those in charge of the park that 
there was something lacking there, when 
he said, through the medium of the news- 
papers: ‘I am surprised on visiting that 
shrine of American Liberty to see no tow- 
ering and majestic statue of the illustrious 
Washington, in whose memory more than 
any others, the shrine is perpetuated.’ The 
words of Dr. Long are thought to have 
prompted and brought about the erection of 
the Washington Memorial Arch, which now 
graces the park.”—Burlington News.
